He had 
been ill since Sunday, Earlier in the 
night priests and nuns had gathered 
at his bedside and offered prayers 
when physicians said he could not re- 
Bishop Hoban was 73 years 
old. 

Bishop Hoban gained wide promi- 
nence because of his activities in be- 
half of the miners in the anthracite 
coal regions, by whom he was re- 
garded as a welfare as well as a 
spiritual leader. His interest in the 
‘miners was second only to that in his 
church and diocese, and his relations 
with the coal workers was such that 
his influence had a beneficial effect 
upon the lives of people of many 

aiths. 

During the World war Bishop Ho- 
ban appealed to the people of his dio- 
cese to give all possible assistance to 
the government and he encouraged 
his priests to aid the men in service.

Many Buildings Put On the 
Black List By Educa- 
tional Board. 


London.—The Catholic school out- 
look here is regarded by Bishop W. F. 
Brown, as one of “the utmost serious 
ness and gravity,” to school managers 
Bishop Brown is one of the most noted 
education authorities in the country. 
Under existing laws voluntary 
schools (Catholic parochial schools 
are in this category) which are “re 
cognized” and maintained out of pub 
he founds, must provide their own 
buildings and bear the cost of strue- 
‘ural alterations. 

The Board of Education has power 


school buildings in default. Some 
months ago the Board put upon the 
“black list”; as a preliminary to pos 
sible condemnation, a large number of 
schools with a total roll of 500,000 
children. 

It is completely impossible in many 
ases to carry out the Board’s demands. 
Some of the black-listed schools are 
council schools and in many of thesc 
cases the public authorities, with the 
rates behind them, are unable to find 
money to make the. structural im- 
provements demanded. 

“It is obvious,” said Bishop Browr 
‘his week, “that t burden upon 
yoluntary school managers, who have 
only private resources at their dis 
posal, is very much greater, and the 
difficutly that stands in the way of 
he improvement of their buildings 
ie in many cases almost insuperable.”

See, and that one of the cipal 
clatises of this agreement will substi- 
tute the Slay for the Latin liturgy in 
Jugo-Slavia has made a tremendous 
mpression on the Catholics of this 
country and those of the other Balkan 
states, as well as among the dissident 
Orthodox churches. It is befieved to 
be the gréatest step in the direction 
of Chureh unity yet taken, for it has 
‘ong been one of the, desiderata of the 
Slav Catholics of the Balkans. In any 
case it is expected to clear away one 
of the barfiers separating Slav Cath- 
ies and the Roman Church and to 
‘acilitate' a rapprochement between 
the Schismatic Orthodox Church and 
the Holy See. 
One. of the great obstacles in the 
way of a reunion of the Churches is 
the fear of Latinization entertained 
the Eastern Churches. They are 
strongly attached to their traditional 
rites and liturgy. On the other hand, 
there are many who are in favor of 
inion with Rome. 

Concordat With Montenegro. 

In 1886 the Vatican concluded a con- 
cordat with Montenegro, permitting 
the Monenegrin Catholics to retain 
the Slav liturgy. This concordat pro- 
duced a real sensation among the Slav 
Catholies of the other Balkan states, 
who hastened to petition the Holy 
Zee to grant them the same privilege. 


World War, the Holy See signed a 
‘oncordat with Serbia in which the 
Serbian Government placed the Cath- 
slic faith on a most equitable and 
favorable basis. This concordat, how- 
ever, never went into effect. War 
broke out, and when it was over the 
Versailles treaty established the 
Kingdom of Jugo-Slavia which took 
the place of the former Kingdom of 
Serbia, 

If the new concordat provides for 


will be of the utmiost significance. For 
some time there has been noticeable 
in Russia a strong current in favor of 
Catholicism. Nothing could be more 
favorable to this movement than the 
granting of permission to the Ortho- 
dox to retain their own liturgy, and 
it is confidently believed that the Holy

nearer fulfillment. Pope Pius XI has 
announced that the reunion of the 
Churches is one of the cherished 
dreams of his Pontificate. The won- 
derful work of the Papal Relief Mis- 
sion in Russia, the appointment of the 
Rev. Michael d’Herbigny, S. J., to 
minister to the Catholics of Russia, 
and the unfailing encouragement and 
support given by the Holy Father to 
every work undertaken in behalf of 
Church unity have cleared away many 
‘misapprehensions and phved the way 
for a rapprochement. 

There is every evidence that a 
promising future awaits the Catholic 
Church in the Balkans and in Russia. 
From the point of view of Church 
unity, therefore, the new Jugo-Slav 
concordat is a matter of utmost im- 
portance, and the annotincement of 
its terms is anxiously awaited by the 
dissident Churches as well as those 
in union with Rome.
